Will Be Moved 
From Desks and 
Training Units 


Stevens Announces 
Mojor Change in 
Rotation System 


WASHINGTON (UP)—The Army 
is going to transfer thousands of 
GI’s from desks and training units 
in the next two years to give the 
nation five new combat divisions 
despite sharp manpower cuts. 
Army Secretary Robert T. Stev­ 
ens announced the .decision at a 
news conference late Wednesday. 
He said it is tailored to fit “con­ 
ditions short of general war" and 
“current strength and budget limi­ 
tations.” 
He also announced a major shift 
in the rotation system for over­ 
seas troops to create more esprit 
de corps, spur reenlistments and 
boost combat effectiveness. 
I 
Starting next summer, the Army 
will rotate men overseas on a divi­ 
sion and unit basis rather than 
as individual replacements. 
Each 
division will serve 33 months over­ 
seas and 31 months in this country. 


I Draftees will be trained at home 
but spend 17 of their 24 months in 
overseas service. 
Nine Divisions Overseas 
I 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, Army 
chief of staff who took part in 
j Stevens’ news conference, said the 
Army will continue to have nine 
divisions assigned overseas, as far 
ahead as he can see. This will in­ 
clude five divisions in 
Europe, 
three in the Far East and one in 
Hawaii. 
The Army intends to build its 
combat divisions from 19 to 24 in 
the next two years. But both Stev­ 
ens and Ridgway conceded the di­ 
visions will fall somewhat short of 
the present authorized strength of 
17.500 men. 
Stevens said the new division 
goal will he achieved by converting 
five training divisions into combat 
outfits. The manpower will be sup­ 
plied, he said, by transferring sol­ 
diers from non-combat to combat 
assignments and increasing effi­ 
ciency to reduce the number of 
non combat jobs. 
Dropping To 1,173,000 
The Army, which began the cur­ 
rent fiscal year with 1,409,500 men, 
is scheduled under present plans 
to be down to 1,173,000 by next 
July I when the new fiscal year 
starts. 
More reductions are also 
expected after that. 
Stevens said that by next June 
30 about 60 per cent of the Army 
will be in the operating—or field— 
forces. He said this will be an in­ 
crease of about IO per cent since 
June, 1953, when the Army began 
its drive to get rid of “chair jock­ 
eys.”

vision in Nevada election

which says “vacancies occurring 
after the holding of any primary 
election shall be filled by the party 
committee of the county, district 
or state as the case may be. Such 
action shall be taken not less than 
30 days prior to the November 
general election.” 
The general election is only 33 
days away. 
Consequently, State 
Chairman Keith Lee of Reno called 
a meeting of the Democratic State 
Central Committee for Friday aft­ 
ernoon “for the purpose of nomi­ 
nating a candidate for U. S. sena­ 
tor.” 
The Republicans insisted, how­ 
ever, the law applied only to offices 
on the ballot in November, where 
as McCarran’s term would not have 
expired until 1957.

The most significant result was 
the election of a Democratic gov­ 
ernor.

Ile won by 
a ?0.000-vote margin, defying

that usually 
gives any 
COP governor in Maine a second 
term. 
The Democratic swell did not 
engulf congressional candidates on 
the Republican ticket, though they 
won 
by much smaller 
minorities 
than had been anticipated 
For 
example, 
Sen 
Margaret 
Chase Smith, 
able supporter of 
President Eisenhower 
and long­ 
time iavorite rn Maine, regained 
her seat by 40,000 votes or more 
Six years ago, making her first try 
*(,t the Senate, she walloped the 
Democratic nominee bv 150,000 to 
64,000. 
It is .standard stuff, of course, 
for a winning party to ascribe its 
triumphs to the popularity of Bs 
national leaders fend its program, 
and for a losing party to say 
the 
matter turned on “ local issues.'’ 
Naturally enough the COP blames 
Gov. Burton M. Cross’ defeat on 
just such causes. 
Possibly the leaders are correct 
A good many times, focal factors 
are decisive 
For instance, in 1952, 
with a COP tide running and Mr, 
Eisenhower sweeping, a Democrat 
broke into rock ribbed Republican 
Kansas and 
won a congressional 
seat. Local issues were hot 
Furthermore,
